ronment uncomfortable for the victim. 

Carolyn Lloyd, assistant administrative vice 
president of Human Resource Services, said 
repeating stereotypes such as “girls aren’t good 
at math” and “women shouldn’t go into certain 
majors because they are going to be house- 
wives” is inappropriate gender-based behavior. 

Lloyd stressed that males could also be subject 
to inappropriate gender-based behavior. 
Statements like “men are such babies” and 
“isn’t that just like a man” are just as stereotyp- 
ical as the statements about women. 

“Remarks made about men can be just as 
detrimental as the remarks made about 
women,” said Darlene Kelly, manager of the 
Equal Employment Office. 

According to the policy, a person’s “conduct 
does not have to be sexual in nature” to be clas- 
sified as inappropriate gender-based behavior. 

“When coed jokes become offensive and 
demeaning they are inappropriate gender-based 


BYU started working on the new policy a year 
and a half ago. 

“We wanted to redefine the policy by clarifying 
some points and making it more understand- 
able,” Lloyd said. 

Inappropriate gender-based behavior was cov- 
ered under the Honor Code but it is better 
defined and specific examples are identified in 
the new policy, Lloyd said. 

“Because the issue is sometimes misunder- 
stood, it is important to make it as clear as pos- 
sible, and listing examples does that,” said Jean 
Taylor, director of Women’s Services and 
Resources. 

“If it (sexual harassment) happens once it is 
too much, but I don’t think it is a major problem 
at BYU,” Taylor said. 

Lloyd said she knows of no formal sexual 
harassment complaints filed at BYU, but there 
have been some informal complaints. 

Lloyd said the Equal Employment Office tries 
to resolve most complaints informally. “We try 
to resolve them at the lowest possible level,” she 
said. 

She said many of the accused individuals are 
not aware their actions have been offensive. 

“The new policy outlines a method of reporting 
sexual harassment and inappropriate gender- 
based behavior,” Lloyd said. ; 

According to the policy, anyone who feels that 
they have been the victim of sexual harassment 
or inappropriate gender-based behavior should 
report the incident to the Discrimination/Sexual 
Harassment Office within 180 calendar days of

Former Hotel Utah 
to reopen in July

The Joseph Smith Memorial 
Building, formerly the Hotel 
Utah, will reopen in July after a 
three-year, $42 million renova- 
tion completely transformed the 
building into two restaurants, 
reception and banquet. rooms, 
Church offices, a theater and a 
genealogy center. 

The building was named for the 
Prophet Joseph Smith because of 


the tremendous impact he had ' 


upon the destiny of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

“It’s a tremendous opportunity 
to contribute to the name of 
Joseph Smith,” said President 
Gordon B. Hinckley, first coun- 
selor in the-First Presidency of 
the LDS Church. 

Because that area of the city is 
associated with Brigham Young 
“it is fitting that this beautiful 
structure carry the name of 
Joseph Smith,” President 
Hinckley said. 

A nine-foot-tall white marble 
statue of Joseph Smith stands in 
the Grand Lobby. The lobby has 
been restored to its original ele- 
gance, including the art-glass 
ceiling. 

“We have a strong interest in 
maintaining the core of this city,” 
President Hinckley said. “It will 
add substantially to the overall 
beauty, stability and integrity of 
the city.” 

Val John Halford, downtown 
city planner for Salt Lake City, is 
pleased with the new building. 

“It will undoubtedly be remem- 
bered as a highlight of Temple 
Square visitors.” Halford said. 
“We are very pleased the Hotel 
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Utah was not destroyed because 
it is a historical landmark and 
will continue to function as one.” 

“Legacy,”, the new Church-com- 
missioned film, will be shown 
continually in the Legacy 
Theater with no charge. The 
70mm film is centered around a 
fictional pioneer family as it 
struggled with the saints coming 
to the Salt Lake Valley. 

“The beautiful new theater will 
serve as an adjunct to Temple 
Square, and the film presented 
there will give visitors a stronger 
appreciation for the Church and 
its history,”: President Hinckley 
said. 

The new FamilySearch center 
will open July 12. It will house 
the ancestral file, the interna- 
tional genealogical index and the 
military index. 

“It is an ideal place for the 
beginner or novice who wishes to 
find out what has been for their 
family at no charge,” said Paul 
Brooks, manager of the 
FamilySearch center. 

Another new development in 
the complex will be a sema- 
phored crosswalk from the west 
entrance of the memorial build- 
ing to Temple Square, said Mike 
Enfield, Joseph Smith Memorial 
Building project director. 

The top floor will house two 
new restaurants. The Roof 
Restaurant will feature a 
gourmet buffet, and the Garden 
Restaurant will offer more mod- 
erately priced cuisine and a 
retractable glass roof. Both 
restaurants have a panoramic 
view of Temple Square and are 
scheduled to open in late July. 

The building will provide full- 
time and part-time work for 200 
to 300 people.

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Provo police seek 2 rape suspects 


A woman in her 20s was raped after her car broke down on State 
Street in Provo Sunday night, said Provo Police Capt. Duane Fraser. 

The victim’s car was located at approximately 443 S. State St. when 
the incident occurred, Fraser said. 

At approximately 9:45 p.m., two men pulled the woman into their van, 
sexually assaulted her and released her moments later, Fraser said. 

Police are working with the victim to produce a sketch of the two men, 
and the investigation remains open pending additional information, 
Fraser said. 

Denise Lofthouse, volunteer coordinator at the Women and Children in 
Crisis Center in Provo, said victims are not to blame for rapes. 

“Women are often blamed for not preventing rape. Prevention isn’t 
always the solution,” she said. “The idea of prevention puts all of the 
responsibility on the women. The real solution is that men have got to 
stop raping. 

“Women can do everything in their power and stil! cannot prevent 
rape,” Lofthouse said. 

“It’s scary to know that it happened in my own neighborhood,” 
Lofthouse said when she was told the rape happened five blocks from 
her home.

Death row inmate freed after 9 years 


JESSUP, Md. — Through two trials and almost nine years in prison, 
part of that time on death row, Kirk Bloodsworth insisted he was inno- 
cent of the rape and murder of a 9-year-old girl. On Monday, he walked 
out of prison a free man thanks to DNA testing. 

The testing of semen on the girl’s underpants had indicated someone 
else committed the crime. 

“Fantastic!” Bloodsworth yelled. He began sobbing when he spoke of 
his mother, who died five months ago not knowing about the DNA test- 
ing. 

“That was the blow that nearly put me over the edge,” said 
Bloodsworth, 32, of Cambridge. “But she knew that her son was not a 
killer and I vowed not to give up.” 

Baltimore County Circuit Judge James T. Smith Jr. overturned 
Bloodsworth’s conviction and ordered him freed during a five-minute 
nearing earlier Monday. Prosecutors said they would not seek a new 
tria 


Racial gerrymandering ruled against 


WASHINGTON — Congressional districts designed to benefit racial 
minorities smack of “political apartheid” and may violate white voters’ 
rights, the Supreme Court ruled Monday. 

The decision revived a “racial gerrymandering” challenge to a congres- 
sional redistricting plan for North Carolina. 

The plan under attack created two majority-black districts and result- 
ed in sending the first blacks to Congress from that state since 1901. 

The high court’s decision could jeopardize similar majority-minority 
districts created in other states. 

The two contested congressional districts are among about two dozen 
new districts across the nation with black or Hispanic majorities. They 
were created under Justice Department pressure following the 1990 cen- 
sus. 

As a result, the current Congress has the largest number of each 
minority — 38 blacks and 17 Hispanics, many of whom were elected 
from majority-minority districts. 

Monday’s decision did not say that the North Carolina plan violates 
white voters’ rights, but said a special three-judge federal court in that 
state should restudy the white voters’ arguments.

University mail bombings 
similar to earlier cases

The Federal Bureau of Investigation believes two 
recent mail bombings at universities in California and 
Connecticut are a resurgence of the 15-year-old 
“Unabomb’” case. 

FBI Special Agent Ron VanVranken said the notori- 
ous Unabomber hit a dozen sites from 1978 to 1987, 
11 of which were aimed at academics. 

“Our lab has been able to link the two bombs,” 
VanVranken said. “The lab analysis indicates a simi- 
larity in methods of construction, so we have a strong 
belief it is the same guy.” 

American universities were put on alert Friday fol- 
lowing two recent mail bombings at Yale University 
and the University of California-San Francisco. 

U.S. Attorney General Janet Reno issued the warn- 
ing after a second bomb severely injured David 
Gelernter, 38, a compnter scientist at Yale on 
Thursday. Just two days earlier, Dr. Charles Epstein, 
a geneticist at UC-San Francisco, lost several fingers 
when a mailed package exploded in his hands. 

The Epstein Family declined to comment on the mat- 
ter. However, Carol Fox, a UC-San Francisco Hospital 
representative, said Dr. Epstein is in fair condition. 

The FBI said there is a definite connection between 
Utah and the “Unabomb” case. 

“Packages were mailed from here or to here several 


years ago,” VanVranken said. “One computer firm in 
Salt Lake was hit, so was the University of Utah.” ~* 

The Attorney General’s office recommended that the 
biomedical and computer areas on university campus- 
es be placed on special alert. 

But, there is no imminent danger at BYU, said 
University Spokesperson Brent Harker. “We don’t 
want to be over-warned, we don’t want to cause panic, 
but we do want people to be aware,” he said. 

The current incidents could be related to a series of 


bombings that occurred in 1986, according to a 


University Police memo, which backed up the FBI’s 
beliefs. Filed information from that era is being re- 
released so University personnel can know what to 
look for. 

Police urge all personnel to be wary of packages 
received both at work and at home. If any package 
looks suspicious the local authorities should be noti- 
fied immediately, VanVranken said. 

“In a letter, it would be possible to feel the explosive 
itself (it would feel like putty) or to feel the wires 
attached to it,” Harker said. Generally, plastic explo- 
sives have been used. 

The bombs can be of different construction, size and 
shape, and are often wrapped in brown wrapping 
paper, University Police said. Some items to look for 
are thick, lopsided or uneven envelopes, excessive 
postage, incorrect titles and excessive security materi- 
al, such as masking tape or string.

WASHINGTON — Swiftly turn- 
ing from the U.S. missile strike on 
Iraq, President Clinton said 
Monday he’s focusing his attention 
back on America’s economic prob- 
lems.

Clinton made a pointed effort to 
demonstrate he was not consumed 
by his first major showdown with 
Hussein. And White House officials 
said the attack was not intended to 
boost Clinton’s political standing.

PHILADELPHIA The 
Philadelphia 76ers’ decision in the 
first round of Wednesday’s NBA 
player draft might best be 
described as a “no brainer.” 

They appear a lock to get one of 
the consensus top two players in 
the draft pool, Shawn Bradley or 
Chris Webber. 

Sixers general manager Jimmy 
Lynam made it clear Monday that 
he’ll be content with either the 7- 
foot-6 Bradley, Brigham Young 
center, or Webber, the 6-9 All- 
American power forward from 
Michigan. 

Lynam, whose Sixers hold the 
second pick, just has to sit back 
and wait for the Orlando Magic to 
exercise their No. 1 choice. 

If Orlando general manager Pat 
Williams chooses Webber, which 
appears most likely, Lynam goes 
for Bradley. Should Williams sur- 
prise and take Bradley, Lynam 
opts for Webber. 

If Orlando trades the pick, the 
Sixers still get one of the two. 

Is it a given that Philadelphia 
will take either Bradley or Webber? 

“Most probable,” Lynam said in a 
telephone news’ conference 
Monday. 

“In our situation it’s pretty obvi- 
ous that either one of these guys 
would help us a great deal. We 
don’t have a player of the magni- 
tude of either of the two at their 
position. They're going to play in 
the NBA. In that sense holding No. 
2. is as good as one.” © 

Lynam said he has had many con- 
versations with Orlando. 

“They asked if we would be inter- 
ested in their pick,” Lynam said. 
“We told them we’re content where 
we are.” ' 

Would Lynam consider a trade for 

the No. 2 selection? 
. “Pd be interested. I’d listen. It 
would have to be extremely attrac- 
tive,” Lynam said, defining

Lynam said he has talked about 

trading the No. 2 with general 
manager-coach Don Nelson of the 
Golden State Warriors, who has 
expressed a definite interest in 
Bradley.

Art festival ‘flawless’

Deep into the night Friday, stark 
white ballerinas pranced like 
angels before tired spectators.

New computer game 
simulates business life 


Software used to train decisonmakers

IDP Software, in Orem, invented 
a video game that simulates the 
decision-making pressures of corpo- 
rate executives. 

The Strategy Game is a new soft- 
ware package similar to the choose- 
your-own-adventure book concept. 
The game lets the user make all 
the business decisions within a 
company, as well as deal with the 
consequences of those decisions. 

The game combines the interac- 
tive entertainment value of com- 
puter games with the instructional 
element of business books to pro- 
duce a corporate-type setting in 
which the software user is the 
main character. 

“We wanted to create a business- 
oriented software title with the 
immediacy and impact of the best 
computer games,” said Jon Heaps, 
vice president of sales and market- 
ing for IDP Software. “The game is 
already being used by several com- 
panies to train corporate directors.” 

“It’s something that would get 
them (business students) as close 
to the real world experience as pos- 
sible,” said J. Michael Pinegar, 
BYU professor of finance. 
“However, nothing can replace real 
life business experience.” 

“T think that a lot of professors 
have you run simulations of an 
actual business program,” said Jeff 
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Schilling, a senior majoring in 
information systems. “Maybe some- 
thing that is entertaining will help 
the students.” 

Business simulation programs 
such as The Strategy Game are 
just beginning to enter the soft- 
ware market, IDP Software said. 

This game simulates most aspects 
of “real” business. The game 
includes 10 other characters with 
differing personalities that interact 
with the player/CEO. 

“Anyone who’s been in business 
knows that numbers tell only part 
of any company’s story,” said Craig 
Hickman, co-developer of the pro- 
gram. 

“Whether successful or not, CEOs 
typically operate in a matrix of peo- 
ple whose advice must be solicited, 
whose judgment must be evaluated 
and whose cooperation must be 
obtained. We’ve made sure The 
Strategy Game reflects these sub- 
tleties,” he said. 

For business students who may 
think the boredom and monotony of 
lectures may be over, Pinegar said 
“the game may be an enhancement 
(for business students), but not a 
substitution.” 

The Strategy Game, which will be 
sold in the BYU Bookstore begin- 
ning this week, was not designed to 
replace classes. 

“The game is not reality, but is 
based on reality,” Heaps said.

Dinosaur scientist praises BYU

The University of Chicago paleon- 
tologist credited with unearthing 
the oldest known dinosaur skeleton 
spoke about his work Thursday at 
BYU’s Earth Science Museum. 

Paul Sereno came to Provo to 
study BYU’s collection of bron- 
tosaurus bones in preparation for 
an expedition this fall to the 
Sahara Desert. 

Sereno said the 228 million- 
year-old carnivore he discovered is 
closely related to the common 
ancestor of all dinosaurs. 

“It was a complete enough skele- 
ton that we were able to pinpoint 
its age,” Sereno said. “Because we 
know exactly when it lived, we can 
pinpoint when dinosaurs first 
appeared as distinct animals.” 

The discovery drew worldwide 
attention. National Geographic 
Magazine documented Sereno’s 
work in its January 1993 issue. 
The Public Broadcasting System 
also featured Sereno’s expedition to 
Argentina where he found the 
skeleton. 

Sereno, who received his doctor- 
ate from Columbia University, said 
the skeleton provided key informa- 
tion he needed to refine a compre- 
hensive chart of dinosaur develop- 
ment. 

“T and my English colleagues dis- 
covered eight to 10 skeletons of big 
sauropod (brontosaurus-type) 
dinosaurs,” Sereno said. “We were 
surprised to discover that they are 
so closely related to the bron- 
tosaurus bones in North America.” 

Sereno said the discovery is par- 
ticularly exciting because the 
skeletons are of species new to the 
scientific world. “We don’t know 
much about this time period in 
Africa and this site will help us 
understand it better,” Sereno said. 

“It is a graveyard sort of site. The 


bones are connected and the skele- 
tons are close together,” Sereno 
said. “We hope to recreate the site 
when ‘we are finished — it will be 
the first recreation of a single herd 
from a single site in the world.” 
Sereno said the sight was shown 
to him by a local villager who mis- 
took the skeletons as “large camel 
bones poking out of the sand.” 
- Sereno praised BYU’s col- 
lection of dinosaur bones from the 
Jurassic period which are stored 


. beneath Cougar Stadium. “BYU 


has a real ‘Jurassic Park,” he said. 

The world-class collection is a 
virtual gold mine of knowledge, 
Sereno said. “It’s the largest collec- 
tion of its kind in North America.” 

“It’s great that it is preserved, but 
now it’s locked up under the stadi- 
um,” Sereno said. “The bones 
should be prepared and displayed.” 

Sereno said he had mixed feelings 
about the influence a movie like 
“Jurassic Park” has upon the pub- 
lic. 

“One drawback is that it will lead 
people to ask questions that we 
can’t know,” Sereno said. “For 
instance, people will ask whether 
or not a tyrannosaurus can only 
detect motion with its eyes.” 

Sereno said. the movie also pre- 
sents positive information. “The 
movie gives the most realistic por- 
trayal of dinosaurs in life that 
there is. This type of portrayal 
heightens curiosity in people and 
sends them streaming to the muse- 
ums.” he said. 

Sereno said there were two major 
reasons for his passion for dinosaur 
study. 

“There is the purely selfish sci- 
entific reason,” Sereno said. “From 
dinosaurs we can learn something 
about how evolution works. 

“Secondly, dinosaurs, like other of 
nature’s wonders, are the richer 
side of life,” Sereno said. “If we lose 
them, we cease to exist.” ; 


AIDS prevention

WASHINGTON — The National 
Commission on AIDS ended its 
work Monday with a final warning. 
Members say the last four years 
left them frustrated — sometimes 
to the point of tears — over preju- 
dice and inertia toward the deadly 
epidemic. 

“T think a lot of people in America 
don’t believe the roof is about to 
cave in on them,” said Dr. Charles 
Konigsberg, Delaware’s public 
health director and a member of 
the commission. 

The commission was created by 
Congress and started work in 1989 
to advise the nation on what to do 
about acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome. In the four years that 
followed, it became the govern- 
ment’s nag, constantly reminding 
anyone who would listen that for 
all the billions of dollars. being 
spent on AIDS, it was too little too 
late. 

“The failure to respond adequate- 
ly represents at best continued 
dogged denial, and at worst a dis- 
maying hidden and unvoiced belief 
that this is ‘just’ a disease of gay 
men and intravenous drug users,

ready to be openly critical of the 
president for failure to act. But 
after his appointment last Friday 
of Kristine Gebbie as the govern- 
ment’s AIDS policy coordinator, 
they tempered their remarks.

Crime at U of U- 
highest in state; 
BYU finishes 2nd

Crime rates were higher at the 
University of Utah than at BYU in 
1992, according to a study pub- 
lished by the Utah State 
Department of Public Safety in 
“Crime in Utah 1992.” 

The number of total crimes 
reported by a university in the 
study was combined with the aver- 
age 1992 enrollment given by the 
university in order to compare 
crimes per 1,000 students. : 

Of the Utah universities investi- 
gated, the University of Utah had 
the highest crime rate, with 44.5 
crimes per 1,000 students. BYU 
came in second, with a crime rate 
of 34.7, and was followed by UVCC 
with a rate of 29.2, Utah State 
University with a rate of 23.1 and 
Weber State University with 9.0 
crimes per 1,000 students. 

The University of Utah had a 
higher crime rate than BYU most 
likely because its surrounding 
county of Salt Lake had a crime 
rate almost twice as high as Utah 
County, said Wayne Shepherd, 
chief of police at the University: of 
Utah. 

“A university is really a reflection 
of the city and county which it’s 
involved in,” Shepherd said. 

However, the U of U’s crime rate 


is lower than its surrounding coun- 


ty’s. 

Shepherd said about 80 percent of 
the crimes on campus are not com- 
mitted by students, staff or faculty. 

He said in looking at the crime 
rate, one must consider the make- 
up of the campus. 

There are three hospitals on the 
U’s campus, including a psychiatric 
hospital and the university hospi- 
tal, which treats people from pris- 
ons, Shepherd said.

House tries 
to keep space 
station alive

WASHINGTON — The space 
station, nearly killed last week by 
lawmakers who scorned its cost 
and scientific promise, faced a sec- 
ond survival test Monday as the 
House took up NASA’s money bill 
for next year. 

Both sides hunted for last-minute 
swing votes, and Speaker Tom 
Foley, D-Wash., said he might even 
have to cast a rare vote in order to 
keep the space station alive. 

Last week, foes fell just one vote 
short, 216-215, of scuttling the 
space station when the House 
debated a bill authorizing NASA to 
spend $12.7 billion in the next 
seven years on the project. 

Monday’s vote was on the actual 
appropriation bill for the National’ 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration and several other 
agencies. It would give NASA $15 
billion for the 1994 fiscal year, with 
$2.1 billion of that for the space 
station. 
President Clinton backed a scaled- 
down version of the station. 

The gove>nment has spent $9 bil- 
lion on the space station. NASA 
has yet to produce hardware ready 
to fly. 

“Every dollar spent on the space 
station is a dollar less spent on 
other programs,” said Rep. Dick 
Zimmer, R-N.J., one of the key 
opponents. 

“Some say the hard choice is to 
kill the space station,” said Rep. 
Jim Bacchus, D-Fla. “I say the 
hard choice is to see through all the 
rhetoric and look to the future.” 

“Not all science is pork,” said Rep. 
Bob Walker, R-Pa., adding that if 
Congress continued to cut research, 
“Congress will be known not for its 
vision, but for the relegation of this 
country to a second-class technolog- 
ical power.”
